wERANIUMS. 


Nowadays we are rather too much) 
inclined to aneer at geraniums, as be 
ing old-fashioned and stiff, and so to: 
a certain extent they are, but they) 
are #0 bright, so cheerful, and so 
hardy that lovers of flowers should 
certainly give geraniume a trial. 

The ordinary geranium i# not pre- 
possessing as arule. It is tall, scrag-' 
gy, and weedy. The ideal geranium 
‘@hould be compact, well-branched, 
|broad, rather than tall. | 

It ia qeite easy to grow a geranium 
well if you begin rightly, but the plant 
must be taken at its start. When it’ 
bas reached a height of about three 
inghes: nip the top off. In most cases 
@everal branches will then start along 
the etalk; if but one or two start nip 
the enda off again, and continue this 
procesa until there are at least six 
or aeven branches growing from the 
main etalk. 

When these branches have grown to 
be six or eight inches™long, pinch the 
ends off, and thus force new branches 
lto atart out along tham. In this way 
only can a great number of branches 
be secured, and the plant will be com- 
pact, bushy and broad. P 

While a plast is acquiring § this 
form it ahould pot be allowed to bleom.

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 

The position of Commander-in-Chief 
ia an important one, although not so 
much #0 as previous to 1895, when an 
“Order of Council’ reorganised the 
military administration of the British 
Army, and defined the duties of ita 
principal officers. The rank held by 
the Commander-in-Chief is that of 
field-<marshal. 


Formerly all the departments of 


the military service were controlled 
by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army, as the supreme head, with the 


Adjotant-General as bis chief of staff. 
This method has been done away with, 
and the Secretary of State for War is 
in contro] of all branches of the Army 
service, with the heads of depart- 
ments directly responsible to him. The 
principal duties of the Commander-in- 
Chief are the exercise of general com- 
mand, and planning for the mobilisa- 
tiem of troops, and for defensive and 
offensive operations. He is also the 

adviser of the Secretary of State 
for War. 

Ano Army Board, the chief functions 
of which are to report on promotions 
and appointments of officers of 
superior rank, and on all proposals for 
estimates, ia composed of the Com- 
mamier-in-Chief as president, and 
the Adjutant-General, Quarter-mas- 
ter-General, Inspector-General of For- 
tifieations and Ordnance, and the Ac- 
ecountant-General. Associated with 
the Commander-in-Chief in his de- 
partment are the military secretary, 
director of military instruction, and 
the officer in charge of the mobilisa- 
tiem service.

SCALDING A LARGE HOG.

The 
best method is to thoroughly saturate 
old, fine hay and covar, the dead ani- 
mal with it, packing it closely. Then 
pour the boiling water over it, leav- 
ing it until sufficeintly scalded for 
the hair to slip ersily.

GROWING BULBS. 

The foliowing article on growing 
bulbs so useful in brightening up the 
house in winter ia sent by a Quebec 
subscriber. We are always glad to 
have these hints in our columns from 
readers who speak from their own ex- 
perience.—Ed. L. J. 

Bulbs are fhe most satisfactory of 
all plants for |winter growing; being 
easily cultivated and sure bloomers, 
The hyacinths,) tulips, narcissus, and 
Lilium Harrisié, or the Bermuda lily, 
and others too numerous to mention, 
being among the favorite varieties. 
Some people grow their bulbs in water, 
but this is not to be recommended, 
as they do not bloom with such lux- 
uriance, and the period of flowering 
will be much shorter than those grown 
in soil. The bulbs may be potted any 
time during the autumn, the earlier 
the better. Choose a rich, sandy soil, 
with a small quantity of leaf-mold, 
and eet the bulba just below the sur- 
face of the soll, a0 that they will be 
entirely covered, do not preas down 
the soil after potting, but just cover 
over loosely. 

Now water well, and set away in a 
cool, dark place to root. After remain- 
ing four or six weeks, they can be 
brought out for blooming, but the 
longer time they have for rooting,the 
better they will bloom. When brought 
out, place in a light, sunny window, 
keep them cool and well watered, and 
they will bloom for a long time. After 
the flowering season is over let them 
remain in their pote for afew weeka, 
to mature their bulbs, then set them 
away in a dry place until potting 
time again, or plant them in the open 
ground. Many, however, prefer to 
throw away the old bulbs, and buy a 
fresh supply each season, but if one 
bas plenty of room, it is advisable to

Thg would-be buyer can eet | 
along without him better than he can 
get along without the purchaser. and} 
while a man is justified in getting all} 
that a thing is worth, he over-reaches!} 
and spoils a sale by exorbitant Or im- 
possible requirements at the outset 
tis also to be re nembered that mines | 
are rarely bought by individuals. and 
still rarer, so developed to any great 
extent. It is in mining as in every- 
thing else, the day of acuregation of 
capital, and twenty men's money will} 
20 into projects that one man’s money 
could not touch or would not risk. 
This paragraph is inspired by a recent | 
talk with a mine owner who has fa 
really good property and that by the 
investment of 880,000 or $40,000 could 
in all probability be made a paying 
mine. He said. in conversation with 
the writer, that he had just refused 
25,000 for it. When asked why. he 
aid: “Well, if it’s worth 825,000 to 
. it’s worth that tome.” But it 
isn't. Right there is his mistake. He 
has lived, or rather existed alongside 
that claim half his life—the best of his 
years; he had a chance to get some- 
thing he never had before—$23,000. a 
comfortable li:tlesum, at once. But he 
said: ** would have sold it to a 
company for $50,000. Do you suppose 
I't lot my mine go for $25,000? Not 
much.” He will live and die right by 
his mine and neyer have one-tenth of 
$25,000 at one time, just because he 
thirks that if it is worth a certain sum 
toa man who can control or secure 
capital to make a mine of it. it is worth 
that much to him in its undeveloped 
state. It’s hard enough to sell a mine 
without allowing such absurd notions 
to overshadow one’s business judgment. 
“But,” it may be asked, ‘you wouldn't 
adyise a man jo sell a property for 
$25,000 when he knows it is worth a 
great deal more, and that the buyer 
will make two or three times oyer on 
the purchase?” A man should always 
do the best he can. If he has “go” 
enough about him to enlist capital and 
develop his property and make a mine 
of it worth $150,000, he were foolish to 
let anv promoter or middleman. or any- 
body else, get his property for less than 
it is worth, but if he ea been trying to 
do that fortwenty years and finds he 
isn’t able, is more foolish to refuse 
$25,000 offered him by some one else for 
the chance that he has never been able 
to have tested; $25,000 beats nothing, 
and nothing is what this particular 
man has had and, we fear, will have. 
Of course it is a good joke on a ‘pro- 
moter’ or a responsible man with a 
proffer to ask him an inpossible price 
and freeze him out of the place, but 
somehow, the joke is oftenest on the 
one who does that. The would-be pur- 
chaser can go elsewhere, and the man 
whose property is worth «as much to 
him as it is to any one else can keep 
right on owning it and camping along 
side of it till he is old and forgotten.

MILLIONS REMAIN UNSEEN 


It is startling when one considers 
how many stars yet remain to be 
catalogued, which are rendered visi+ 
ble bythe photographic teld@eope now 
in use. One of the plates taken at 
Cambridge, with the Bruce photo- 
graphic telescope, shows about 403,100 
stars, or, excluding those near the 
edges, it shows about 250,000 in a 
region five degrees square. One 
thousand six hundred plates would 
cover the entire sky, and at this rate 
would contain 400,000,000 stars. 

As, however, the stars are much 
less numerous in other parts of the 
sky the actual number within 
present reach possibly does not ex- 
ceed 100,000,000. How many miilions 
are there beyond the present reach 
of our existing telescopes and the 
apphances of photography ?

CAKE MAKING. 


To be able to make a cake which 
Shall be fine and smooth in texture, 
shapely in form and pleasant to the 
taste ig an art not to be despised, 
There is a knack about it not easily 
acquired, and yet it is generally 
eupposed that anybody’ can make 
oake. ‘ 

There are cakes and cakes. Some 
appear to be all right but are woe- 
fully unsatisfactory after manipula- 
tien, so it is wise to choose a recipe 
with discrimination and then follow 
it with unwavering devotion to the 
desired haven. W hile there is 
usually bat one process or method of 
mixing the ingredients for loaf and 
layer cakes, there iv a difference in 
the baking, for the best batter oan 
be spoiled in a refractory oven. The 
heat must be just right in order that 
the highest success shall crown the 
cook’s efforta. For loaf cake the 
oven should not be quite as hot as for 
layer cake; still it should be rather 
brisk at first, gradually lessening, 
keeping at as even a temperature as 
possible. Oare should be shown in 
the tins used that they are the right 
shape, well greased, papered in some 
instanoes. Lard is much better to 
use than butter, does not burn so 
easily. 

White bread and butterand crack- 
ers are very good in their place; there 
are times and seasons for all things, 
and however much we may rise above 
the sweet tooth of our ohildhood, 
most of us must confess to an oc- 
casional hankering after the am- 
brosial loaf. Then the kitchen di- 
vinity should depend upon her tried: 
and true formulas and not pin her 
faith to any unknown and unvouched 
for flights of fancy wherein eggs and 
sugar and butter and flour and flav.

PHOSPHORESCENT BACTERIA. 


M. Raphael Dubois, in a paper read 
before the Academie dea Sciences, de- 
scribes a series of experiments in 
which he obtains a luminous source 
of considerable intensity by the use 
of certain microbes of photobacteria, 
which have the power of emitting 
light. These are allowed to propa- 
gate in a liquid bouillon of special 
composition. When the experiment is 
made with good miarobe cultures to 
start with, and \at the proper tem.~ 
perature, the development is rapid,and 
the liquid soon contains the microbes 
in sufficient quantity to give the 
luminous effect. Glass vessel is used 
to contain the liquid, preferably with 
plain sides, and it is possible in this 
way to light a room atrongly enough 
to distinguish the features of a per- 
son placed at several yards distance, 
and newspaper type may be read. The 
light has scarcely any calorific effect, 
and the properties of ite chemical 
rays seem to be also feeble, as it re- 
quires several hours’ exposure with an 
ingtantaneous plate to obtain a good 
image; on the other hand the rays 
seem to possess considerable penetrat- 
ing power, as impressions may be 
made upon the plate even though 
screens of wood or cardboard are in- 
terposed. A sheet of aluminum is, 
however, not traversed by the rays. 

If well prepared, the phosphores- 
cent solution will keep for a long time 
without deteriorating; the experi. 
menter has kept some samples in a 
basement at a low temperature for 
more than six months. He expects to 
be able to increase the luminous effect 
and thinks that a practical outcome 
may result from these experiments.

The soundest Sleep is during the 
first three or four hours after going 
to bed. This has been ascertained by 
scientific experiment, though most 
people think they sleep soundest just 
before the time when conscience tells 
them to get up. 
Insomnia aftem comes from overeat- 
ing.

EVAPORATION FROM TREES. 


Some surious facts concerning Lrees | 
have been discovered.

Perhaps in no other industry does 
sound judgment count for more. It is 
important that one start in the right 
place, develop in the right way, and 
operate with close economy. In a 
country absunding in mineral. the 


mistake should never be made of expend- | 


ing large sums of money without 
surface indications. 

Having a promising prospect, some- 
thing more than luck is required to 
convert itintaapayingmine. Asingle 
false step may bring disaster where the 
skilled miner would haye found suc- 
cess. And often so narrow is the mar- 
gin between profit and loss that one 
may possess the elements of a good 
property, and yet suffer losses through 
unskilled mining, or !oose managem -nt, 
where correct methods would bring 
profits, 

This principle of success and failure 
extends to every industry and line of 
business. Two men start in business 
in the same field, with the capital and 
the same opportunities. One achieves 
the fullest measure of success; the 
other goes into bankruptcy. Two far- 
mers work across the road from each 
other, having the same soil, the same 
number of acres, the same obligations 
and the same market. One becomes 
prosperous, the other fs sold out by the 
sheriff. And in like degree one man 
fails at mining where another succeeds. 

These are facts not to be forgotton in 
mining, and they may be supplemented 
with other general observations. No 
man should exhaust his regular busi- 
ness tO engage in something with 
which he is not conversant. Nor 
should he put money into mines which 
aught to be devoted to the payment of 
hisdebts. Nor yenture money in min- 
ing unless he has full confidence in the 
integrity ability and judgment of the 
operator. 

Regard for these warnings may 
Save Many needless losses and facili- 
tate the substantial development of the 
country’s mining sourses.

The Jack McDonald smelter at 
Worthington is about ready to be 
blown in, says the Sudbury Journal, 
and we understand that the secretary 
and some of the airectors of the Nickel 
Copper Co. of Hamilton are coming up 
the latter end of the week to see the 
first test made. If Jack’s new process 
works as expected it will make a differ. 
ence in the cost of reducing the ore of 
the district into matte. 


A trial of considerable interest to 
miners was the case of Palmer vs. Cala- 
bogie mining company which came for 
adjudication at the Renfrew county 
assizes last week. This was an action 
entered against the company by the 
widow of the late William Palmer. who 
was killed in the defendants’ mine, in 
the townshipof Bagot, on January 19th 
last. Plaintiff was working in shaft 
No. 4 cleaning up the refuse after a 
blast, when some rock fell from the side 
of the pit and killed him. John Enear, 
one of the defendants, swore that he 
asked deceased to remoye a large piece 
of rock from the side of the pit, which 


he did not do, and his evidence was! 


direct d to show that this piece of rock 
fell on him afterwards aud caused his 
death. The jury returned a verdiet for 
the defendants. 


Up in an obscure corner of North 
Vales the only gold mine in the 
united kingdom is being worked.

The nickel belt in the Sudbury dis- 
trict has been pretty thoroughly 
explored and prospectors have come to 
the conclusion that there is not much 
use in looking for any more mines on 
it. Nota single vew discove has 
been made on it this season. Searle 
all the nickel properties of any known 
value haye been bought up by three new 
companies within the last two years, 
and one more good company would 
need all the mines that are now left 
and which are likely to he picked up. 


Dr. Ludwig Mond, of London, Eng., 
who has acquired large nickel and cop- 
per properties in Sudbury and is erect- 
ink a large smelter there, was recently 
interviewed by an Ottawa Free Press 
reporter, and among other matters re- 

/ferred to the recent legislation by the 
Ontario government in regard to the 
mining ofnickel and copper. He stig- 
matized it as mea .ingless and intended 
for no purpose. It simply left to the 
legislature the power of imposing a tax 
upon the product going out of the 
country for refinement but at the sa 
time power to exempt all from taxati 
refined in Canada or England. So 
long as the law remained as it was it 
would not affect nim. It was simply a 
permissive law at the best and he did 
not think the legislature would ever 
enforce it in its entirety. He had 
eyery reason to sleep quietly over the 
matter so far as this law was con- 
cerned. Many of the laws in the pro- 
yinces in Canada, however, were awk- 
ward and tended to keep capital-out of 
the country rather than to encourage 
it for the development of the immense 
mineral and other rasources. If there 
was one thing more than another that 
prevented capitalists\from investing it 
was the existence of permissive laws 
which if enforced in their antirety 
would close almost any industry. They 
would not take the bother of looking 
into the effect of these laws. but would 
simply look to grher fields of invest- 
ment, such as Austratia, where they 
would not be-hampered with anything 
of the kind. He would not have taken 
the trouble to look into the laws him- 
self had he not purchased the nickel 
properties in Sudbury before they were 
enacted. At any rate, after studying 
them, he concluded that they meant 
nothing, but it could not be expected 
that every inv. stor was going to go to 
that trouble. The yery possibility of 
the enforcement of any tax was a bar- 
rier toinyestmont. He felt that such 
laws would drop out of existence as the 
country became more densely populated 
as they had done in eyery other civil- 
ized country.

OCOAXING MORPHEUS 

The old tradition that the hours of 
sleep before midnight are hours of 
“beauty sleep” means only that late 
hours take away beauty. Thousands 
of night workers will testify that 
eight hours of sleep from ten to six 
is worth ten hours taken after re- 
tiring at four o'clock in the morning 
Darkness is the proper time for the 
sleep that does the moat good. 

It is mot well to sleep in a room in 
which plants are growing: Their 
food is carbonic acid gas. If they can 
live there the room is a bad place for 
you to sleep im. Basides, plants use 
up a good deal of the oxygen, and 
give off effluvia and pollen irritat- 
ing to the human system. 

The soundest seep is during the 
first three or four hours after going 
to bed. This bas been ascertained by 
eclentific experiment, though most 
people think they sleep soundest just 
before the time when conscience tells 
them to get up. 

Insomnia often comes from overeat- | 
ing. A little dieting may do more 
good than a lot of doctors’ prescrip | 
tions. More persons suffer from 
overeating than from overworking. 

A young chidd ought té have at 
least two hours’ sleep in the middle 
of the day, on precisely the same 
primciple that makes you feed him 
twice as often as grown persons are 
fed. But two hours is plenty in| 
most cases, and the mother always | 
has to guard against anap so long | 
that baby will not want to go to! 
sleep again when bedtime comes. J 

Sometimes the sleeplessness of 
children is owing to excitation of the 
digestive organs. In that case it is 
a good plan to allow only vegetable | 
foada at the evening meal. 

Long, deep breathing kept up 
long as possible by will power is the | 
most generally recommended remedy 
for occasional sleeplessness. The | 
maim aim in such cases is to keep the 
mind from thinking. This is some 
times accomplished by the strain of | 
keeping the eye fixed on some poi int |

MILLIONS REMAIN UNSEEN. 


It is startling when one considers 
how many stars yet remain to be 
catalogued, which are rendered Visi- 
ble by the photographic telescope now 
in use. One of the plates taken at 
Cambridge, with the Bruce photo- 
graphic telescope, shows about 40),(00 
stars, or, excluding those near the 
edges, it shows about 250,000 in a 
region five degrees square. One 
thousand six hundred plates would 
cover the entire sky, and at this rate 
would contain 400,000,000 stars.

CAKE MAKING. 

To be able to make a cake which 
shall be frne and smooth in texture, 
shapely in form and pleasant to the 
taste is an art not to be despised, 
There is a knack about it not easily 
acquired, and yet it is generally 
ewpposed that anybody can make 
cake. 

There are, cakes and cakes. Some 
appear to be all right but are woe- 
fully unsatisfactory after manipula- 
tion, so it is wise to choose a recipe 
with discrimination and then follow 
it with unwavering devotion to the 
desired haven, While there is 
usually but one process or method of 
mixing the ingredients for loaf and 
layer cakes, there ia a difference in 
the baking, for the best batter can 
be spoiled in a refractory oven. The 
heat must be just rigbf in order that 
the highest success shall crown the 
cook's effarta. For loaf cake the 
oven should not be quite as hot as for 
layer cake; still it should be rather 
brisk at first, gradually lessening, 
keeping at as even a temperature as 
possible. Care should be shown in 
the tins used that they are the right 
shape, well greased, papered in some 
instances. Lam isa much better to 
use than butter, does not burn so 
easily.

PHOSPHORESCENT BACTERIA. 


M. Raphael Dubois, in a paper read 
before the Academie des Sciences, de- 
acribes a series of experiments in 
which he obtains a luminous source 
of considerable intensity by the use 
of certain microbes of photobacteria, 
which have the power of emitting 
light. These are allowed to propa- 
gate in a liquid bouillon of «apesial 
composition. When the experiment is 
made with good microbe cultures te 
start with, and at the proper tem- 
perattire, the development is rapid,and 
the liquid ‘sopn contains the microbes 
in sufficient| quantity to give the 
luminous effept. A glass vessel is used 
to contain the liquid, preferably with 
plain sides, and it is possible in this 
way to light a room strongly enough 
to dimtingtish the features of a per- 
son placed at several yards distance, 
and newspaper type may be read. The 
light has scarcely any calvrific effect, 
and the properties of ite chemical 
rays seem to be also feeble, as it re- 
quires several hours’ exposure with an 
instantaneous plate to obtain a good 
image; on the other hand the raya 
seem to possess considerable penetrat- 
ing power, as impressions may be 
made upon the plate even though 
soreens of wood or cardboard are in- 
terposed. A sheet of aluminum is, 
however, not traversed by the rays. 

If well prepared, the phosphorea- 
cent solution will keep for a long time 
without deteriorating; the experi- 
menter has kept some samples in a 
basement at a low temperature for 
more than six months. He expects to 
be able to increase the luminous effect 
and thinks that a practical outoome 
may result from these experiments.

TO MEND BROKEN DISHES. 

As soon as a plate gets cracked 
mrt way across, crack it the rest of 
the way. Don't wash it after break- 
ing, but cement it at once. Pie or 
baking plates that have been used, 
even a few times after being cracked 
cannot be as successfully mended ag 
those freshly broken, for cementing 
materials will not adhere to greasy 
surfaces with much tenacity. 

THA CAKE. 

Break up half an ounce of fresh 
compressed yeast and put it into a 
basin with just sufficlent tepid milk 
it, and when the yeast is 
thoroughly softened beat it to a 
paste, Put a quarter of a pint of 
milk into a saucepan with one ounce 
of sugar, and when the milk is quite 
warm stir it gradually into the yeast.

REGARDING RUGS.

New Copper Works oe Sudbury. 

The Toronto Globe announces that 
the new smelting or refining works be- 
ing established at Copper Cliff. a few 
miles west of Sudbury, will be com- 
pleted about the end of this year. The 
plant c¢ onsists of a seventy-five horse} 
power engine, two 125 horse power | 
boilers, a dynamo, a Cameron pump, a| 
Krupp ball mill, a Blake crusher, Brown | 
straight line calcining furnace, with a 
sevénty-foot st -ck ‘and two cupola 
smelting furnaces. The object is to 
ealcine and( smelt the copper nickel 
matteat present produced by the Can | 
adian copper company, with a view of |; 
raising the metallic contents of the! 
matte to about eighty percent.. by| 
further reduction than is now done by | 
the company, making it a high-grade 
matte Instead of one of low-grade, as at 
present. It is also proposed to treat 
the basic copper matte after smelting 
the ore from the Orford company’s mine 
near Massey Station, in the same plant 
using as a thux with these ores the 
somewhat cupriferous silicious slags 
from the reconcentrations of the Cana- 
dian copper com, any’s matte. The 
works wil! be capable of treating about 
double the present matte output of the 
Canadian copper company, and will 
employ about 150 men. The copper 
vein in Salter township, near Massey 
station, which the Orford company is 
working is about a mile in length and 
varies from four to eight teet in width, 
The ore is chalcopyrite. The company 
purposes to raise 200 tons of ore per 
day, about one-half of whch will be 
sent direct to the smelter, which the 
company intend to construct at Massey 
Station, and the other 100 tons will be 
concentrated to a product containing 
about fifteen percent, copper. It will 
be noticed that the plans of the Orford 
company, while they do not mean com- 
vlete refinement of the ore in Canada, 
carry the work a good deal farther than 
is done at present, and reduce that to 
be done at the New Jersey works to a 
very small percentage.

LIQUEFIED GAS PISTOL, 


P. Giffard, am ingenious Frenchman, 
has invented « pieol that make@ no 
noise, that carries a magazine capable 
ot projecting 900 shots and that con- 
eutee no powder, smokeless or other, 
and consequently maket go emoke. It 
ia Operated, mot by compressed air, bat 
by liquefied gas, and, by the fact, to 
be of auch force as to fire man-killing 
bullete far owt of the range of any 
known revolver. 

This pistol, which appears to be the 
height of ap-tewlateneas, M.. Giffard 
has baptired ballista, in homor of the 
atone-throwing machines of the anci- 
ent Romana. 

The liquefied gas of Giffard'’s balliata 
Mean# the suppression of podwer and 
fulminate—that la to say, the dirtying 
of the arm aad ite consequent imaccur- 
imoy. Lt aloo means a slavery to a cer- 
‘tain patent “cartridge tube,” manufac 
‘tured only by M. Giffard'a company 
land procarable oaly from its agents. 

The balliata ia made both in carbine 
and duelling pistol form, and ita “car- 
triige tube" is, in each case, about the 
thickness and one-third the length of 
the barrel. Filled with liquefied 
\oompressed—carbonio acid gas held in 
bu ite Own pres@ure, just as goda Water 
iw held in one of those ‘bottles with « 
‘glass ball in the neck, it may be hand- 
led freely and kept indefinitely with- 
j@ut danger of explosion, The tube ia of 
hydrwulioally premmed etoel, tested toa 
presmuré of 368 atmospheres — three 
times the interior pressure of the 
liquefied gas Two tubes are given 
with each carbine or puted, and new 
charged ones are exchanged for them 
at 25 conta apiece. Aw each tube oon- 
tains gas for 300 ahats, this makes the 
cheapest hooting yet.

' Bloepementa are never heard of in 
Garmany, and yet there ia no such 
thing ae getting married there with- 
out the comment of the parents. Cor- 
tain presoribed forms must be gone 
through or the marriage ia null and 
void. When « girl haa arrived at 
what ia considered a marriageable age 
her parents make a point of inviting 
young men to the house, and usually 
two or three are invited at the same 
time, #o that the attention may net 
mem teo pointed. 

No young man, however, ia invited 
to the howee unt after he has called 
at leaet oace and thus signified his 
wiah to have social intercourse with 
the family. If he takes to calling on 
@everal oocasions in rather clom auc- 
ootmion it is taken for granted that 
he has “intentions,” and he may be 
questioned concerning them. In Ger- 
many the man oust be at least 18 
years of age before he can make a pro- 
posal, but when it ia made and accept- 
ei the proposal is speedily followed, by 
the betrothal This generally takes 
place privately, shortly after which 
the father of the bride, as she is then 
called, gives a dinner or supper to the 
moet intimate friends on both sides, 
when the fact is declared.

Although 
ita provisions did not extend to ethers 
than the Franch, the right of all mis 
sionaries te labor in China and to 
make converts has been tacitly recog- 
nized since that tima, while occasion- 
al Imperial dearees have bean issued 
commanding the Vireroys to extend 
protection to all missionaries within 
their provincas.

@roprinted. It is their duty to watoh 
all military events, to attend mam 
ootvers, to observe changes in arm 
ament, equipment, and in adminiatra+ 
tion generally. They gain their 
kmawledge in the first place by keep- 
ing open their eyes and cars, by etudy- 
ing the press, the military periodicals, 
and the annual war budget, and, 
above all, by associating with foreign 
officers an terms of intimacy. There 
is, as a rule, no reluctance to help- 
the military attache Foreign na- 
tions know the importance of re- 
chprocity. They keep attaches in 
London who are always 
BAGER TO LEARN. 

These are, as a rule, eourteously 
treated, made free of the military 
clubs, are invited to be present at pro- 
fessional functions, manoeuvres, ox« 
periments, and trials with mew wea- 

na. Some attaches, both our own

| Women as Dramatista. 

Alice Ives, the author of “The Village 
ee ” in an article in Prank Les- 
lie’s Popular Monthly says: 

“Is playwriting a good field for women? 
Yes, just as good as it is for men if they 
are willing after the play is written to 
work about ten times as bard as a man 

lto get it accepted. There will be mascu- 

line demurs at this statement, but the 
woman who has been through the mil 
with her eyes open will agree with me. 
Here are some of the reasons: The man- 
agerial field is entirely monopolized by 
men. All the capital at present in use 
for producing plays is controlled by men. 
Most managers have more confidence in a 
play written by & man than in one by a 
woman. Why? Because up to the last 
ten years you could count on the fingers 
of one hand all the successful women 
dramatists who ever lived. The female 
playwriter, compared to the male, was 
about 1 in 10,000, 

“Pioneers in any field always have a 
rough time. Playwriting is comparative- 
ly a new art for woman. Her successes 
im this Hine having been so infrequent is 
one reason why the manager has hesi- 
tated even to read the manuscript.
